MR.  GOLUNSKY:  If  the  Tribunal  please, 
about  the  names  of  those  two  sailors  killed  on  those 
ships,  I  have  verified  the  whole  matter  and  it  shows 
that  there  is  no  mistake  in  translation  and,  as  it 
appears  from  the  document,  the  situation  is  this. 

On  the  seas  December  18  the  ship  '•Svirstroy"  was 
shelled  by  Japanese  and  two  men,  Kovernlkov  and 
Elagin,  were  killed.  This  is  exhibit  819* 

As  for  the  second  ship,  "Sergey  Laso," 
mentioned  in  the  exhibit  820,  it  was  not  shelled; 
it  was  only  bombed  from  the  airplanes  and  nobody  was 
killed  during  this  bombing  on  this  ship.  After  this 
the  crews  of  all  the  ships  were  brought  ashore  and 
pooled  together,  and  when  they  were  ashore  a  shell 
from  an  English  ship  broke  into  the  house  where  they 
lived  and  tv/o  men,  Krivoruchko  and  Bochko,  were

killed  by  that  shell.  The  document  does  not  show 
from  which  ship  those  two  men  v;ere  but  their  names 
are  mentioned  in  both  exhibits,  819  and  820.

The^seabnd  document  showing  the  tenacity 
in  the  realization  of  aims  of  the  conspiracy  and  the 
unity  in  aggressive  v;ar  of  the  Geman-Itallan- 
Japanese  bloc  is  a  radio  address  of  the  defendant 
SHIGTiS'ITSU  made  on  September  27,  19^3,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  third  anniversary  of  conclusion  of  the  Tri¬ 
partite  Pact.  The  text  of  this  speech  has  been  taken 
from  a  symposium  of  Official  Announcements  Concerning 
Foreign  Relations.

Despite  their  offorts  our 
strong  and  solid  camp  has  not  e  ven  shown  the  slightest 
stir.  The  firm  conviction  of  ultimate  victory  and 
the  undefeatable  positions  of  Japan,  Germany  end  Italy 
have  been  all  the  more  strengthened. 

'•I  am  always  paying  my  respects  to  the  brave 
end  courageous  fight  put  up  by  the  Germans  and 
Italians  in  Europe;  ♦♦♦.  Through  the  complete 
cooperation  given  in  war  efforts  by  the  countries 
end  nations  within  the  Greater  East  Asia  Sphere,  and 
the  utilization  of  tho  abundant  important  resources 
for  armaments,  our  position  of  ultimate  victory  is 
being  strengthened  day  by  day.  Our  Empire  will 
maintain  this  position  to  the  Inst,  and  resolutely 
deal  blows  to  the  enemies  and  thereby  fight  through 
this  v'ar  to'  the  end.” 


I  continue  to  quote  page  2  of  the  English 


text: 


"Even  though  battle  fields  may  be  apart, 
to  the  east  and  the  west,  the  necessity  arises  for 
us,  tho  Axis  nations,  to  cooperate  and  concert  much 
more  closely  end  to  Increase  our  fight  against  our 
common  enemies,  America  and  Britain. 

"To  meet  this  situation,  Japan  must  carry 
on  connections  with  tl^  countries  of  Germany,  Italy 


and  the  other  hxIs  nations  In  Europe  on  a  closer 
basis,  and  smash  all  Anplo- American  plots  to  sepre 


pate  Japan  from  the  other  Axis  nations.  ^70  will 
then  be  able  to  advance  together  towards  the  achieve 


ment  of  common  objective  and  thus,  with  the  collabor¬ 
ation  of  Europe  and  Asia,  pain  the  ultimate  victory." 
The  fourth  document  on  the  same  issue  is  a 


congratulatory  telepram  sent  by  SFIGEI'ITSU  on  December 
11,  1944,  to  Rlbbentrop  and  Fussolinl  on  the  occasion 
of  the  third  anniversary  of  slpnlng  the  military 
alliance.  The  telepram  was  published  In  the  news¬ 
paper  "Nippon  Times"  on  December  12,  1944.  I  present 
this  number  of  the  "Nippon  Times"  in  a  file  for 
identification  and  the  text  of  the  telegram  in 
evidence,  document  No.  2528.

Forces  of  the  three  nations  have  achieved  numerous 
brilliant  war  results  in  the  various  battlefields  of 
the  east  and  v/est." 

I  continue  to  quote  on  page  2: 

"’"e  firmly  believe  that  after  all  Europe 
will  be  saved  by  Fltler  and  Nussollnl. 

"The  war  situation  in  Greater  East  Asia  as 
everyone  knows,  has  today  entered  the  decisive  stage. 
Confident  of  final  victory  both  on  the  first  line  and 
on  the  home  front,  we  are  fighting  this  decisive  war 
to  a  finish,"

"Undoubtedly  the  decisive  war  is  progressing 


in  our  favor. 

"’?e  harbor  unwavering  faith  in  the  fact  that 
the  struggle  for  justice  will  emerge  victorious  in 
the  end.  As  long  as  Japan,  Germany,  Italy  and  other 
Axis  nations  are  solidly  united,  we  need  entertain  no 
doubt  as  to  the  successful  outcome  of  the  war."

V/e  present  to  the  Court  as  evidence,  a  photo¬ 
static  copy  of  the  directive  of  the  Kwantunp  Army  Head 
quarters  of  September  l6,  19^1,  signed  by  the  Command¬ 
ing  General  of  the  Kwantung  Army,  the  now  Defendant 
UMEZU,  Yoshl.11ro,  that  the  army  interpreters  for  the 
Kwantung  Army  be  given  additional  education  (Prose¬ 
cution  Document  No.  1973) • 

We  present  this  directive  so  that  the  Tri¬ 
bunal  may  have  a  documentary  evidence  that  in  Sept¬ 
ember  1941  there  really  existed  the  "Kan-Toku-En"  plan 
and  -ocondly  that  in  order  to  carry  out  the  "Kan-Toku-

COLOfEL  ROSENBLIT:  I  shall  quote  excerpts 
from  the  aforesaid  affidavit  which  will  show  how  the 
Japanese  Command  was  preparing  for  a  major  war  against 
the  U.  S.  S.  R.  In  the  fall  of  1941. 

Quote  from  page  3  of  the  English  text: 

"After  the  beginning  of  the  German-Soviet 
War,  about  June  23-24,  1941,  Gen.  OKAKUHA,  Commander 
of  the  North  China  Area  Army,  called  by  cipher 
telegram  Lieut. -Gen,  AMAKUSU,  Commander  of  the  Mon¬ 
golia  Stationary  Army,  and  Col.  KABUF.AGI  Masataka, 
senior  staff  officer  in  charge  of  military  operations, 
to  the  North  China  Area  Army  Headquarters  In  Peking. 

The  above  two  left  for  Peking  about  June  2a,  1941, 

"On  returning  from  Peking,  about  July  5,  1941, 


Lieut. -Gen.  AMAKASU  Tatar©  called  all  commanders  of 
the  forces  under  his  command  for  an  assembly.  It 
appeared  that  directives  concerning  preparations  of 
war  against  the  Soviet  Union  wore  given  at  this 
meeting.  Regarding  the  military  operations  against 
the  Soviet  Union,  Japanese  troops  In  Inner  Mongolia 
had  to  act  in  concert  with  the  Kwantung  Army." 

A  few  linos  further,  on  page  3>  the  same 
docximent  reads  as  follows: 

**At.tbe  sane’ time,  the  Commander  of  the 
26th  Division  who  had  been  In  charge  of  suppressing 
Chinese  guerilla  army  received  orders  to  prepare  for 
military  operations  against  Outer  Mongolia  in  the 
Felsuantalku  desert  district." 

As  is  clear  from  Major  MATSUURA's  testimony, 
the  matters  wore  not  limited  only  to  conferences  and 
directives,  soon  actual  deeds  followed. 

I  further  quote  the  same  document  from  page  3^ 

"Early  in  Sept.,‘19fl>  Lieut. -Col.  KOTANI, 
General  Staff  Officer  arrived  by  airplane  from  the 
Kwantung  Army  Headquarters." 

I  skip  a  few  lines  and  quote  further: 

"Since  June,  194-1  >  the  discharge  from 
military  service  upon  expiration  of  the  term  was 
suspended,  and  the  increase  of  troops  was  enforced  by  , 


newly  consdrlpted  strength.  For  example,  over 
5,000  appear  to  have  arrived  between  June  and  Dec., 
1941.” 

I  shall  now  quote  MATSUURA’s  report  of  a 
conversation  with  Captain  NANI,  regarding  the  future 
attack  on  the  U.  S.  S.  R. 

At  that  time  MATSUURA  was  also  a  captain. 

The  relevancy  of  the  talk  of  the  two  Japanese  cap¬ 
tains  is  doubtless  because,  taking  into  accomt  all 
evidence  together,  these  talks  show  that  the  plans 
elaborated  in  the  upper  strata,  penetrated  into  the 
core  of  the  Army  and  were  the  actual  themes  of  con¬ 
versations  inciting  the  Army  to  prepare  for  an  attack 
on  the  U.  S.  S.  R. 

I  further  quote  the  affidavit  of  MATSUURA 
from  p.  4: 

"I  cannot  help  but  say  that  the  problem  of 
an  offensive  against  the  Soviet  Far  East  was  openly 
discussed  by  Japanese  officers.  During  a  conversa¬ 
tion  with  Captain  NANI, Ichiro,  an  officer  attached 
to  the  Army  Intelligence  Section,  he  stated  that  the 
offensive  of  the  Japanese  army  against  Outer  Mon¬ 
golia  was  to  be  directed  against  Ulanbator-Zabaikalye , 
the  object  which  lay  in  making  military  transporta¬ 
tion  to  the  Far  East  difficult  by  cutting  off  the 


Trans-Siberian  Fvailroad." 


In  order  to  follow  the  loRical  development 
of  ray  presenting  the  case  I  need  not  quote  from  this 
affidavit  for  the  time  being,  and  shall  return  to  it 
later  on.

However, 
at  the  General  Staff  it  is  customary  to  formulate  a 
plan  ycarsly  anticipating  that  such  a  situation  might

the  government  is  an  advisory  organization,  advisory 
body,  ane  that  the  high  command  independently  of  the 


government  formulates  operational  plans? 

THE  MONITOR:  Advisory  to  the  Emperor. 

A  ’’ith  respect  to  such  problems  of  the  highest 
command,  such  ns  the  relationship  between  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  the  high  command,  I  do  not  knov/  a  thing. 


Q  In  your  affidavit,  Mr.  Witness,  you  state 
that  you  had  participated  in  formulating  an  operational 
plan.  Bid  you  or  did  you  not  do  so  at  the  instructions 
of  the  government  or  the  cabinet? 

A  In  formulating  operations  plans  we  always 
acted  according  to  the  orders  from  our  superiors  and 
we  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  cabinet. 

THE  MONITOR:  No  direct  orders  from  the 


cabinet. 

Q  Then  the  fact  that  operational  plans  were  made 
against  a  specific  country  does  not  mean,  docs  it, 
that  the  government  or  cabinet  h'''d  any  desire  to  make 
war  on  that  country?

in  your  affidavit  that  you  had  participated  in  the 
formulation  of  operational  plans  for  the  year  1941 
and  1942.

Q  Can  you  give  the  outline  of  those  plans?

ical  factors;  but  as  I  do  not  recall  the  exact  figures 
I  cannot  say  at  this  time, 

Q  Do  you  recall  It  as  a  fact  that  during  the 
period  when  you  wore  working  on  operations  plans  the 
Japanese  strength  of  the  Kwantung  Army  was  always  sub- 
stantlally  le^  than  tr.at^  which  your  Second  Section 
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estimated  to  be  the  strenfth  of  the  Soviet  Far  Eastern 


Army? 

A  '?hat  I  said  just  a  moment  ago  was  the 
division  strength  on  the  ground;  but  as  to  general 
or  overall  strength  we  have  to  take  Into  consideration 
air  forces  as  well  as  other  units  which  constitute  an 


army. 

Q  I  am  asking  you  v^iether,  taking  those  things 
Into  consideration,  It  was  or  was  not  a  fact  that 
during  the  period  of  time  jn  question  the  strength 
of  the  Kv/antung  Army  was  less  than  what  you  estimated 
the  strength  of  the  Soviet  Far  Eastern  Army  to  be? 

A  Do  you  mean  the  number  of  soldiers?

Two  more  divisions  were 
to  be  added  in  the  future, 

"Maritime  Province  District:  Those  stationed 
in  peace  time  in  this  district  were  three  divisions  of 
the  5th  Army,  three  divisions  of  the  3rd  Army,  the  • 

71st  Division  at  Hunchung  and  one  division  under  the 
direct  control  of  the  Kwantung  Army  at  Chiamusu  —  eight 
divisions  in  all  together  with  two  tank  divisions. 

In  I'T-^l,  20th  Army  Headquarters  was  established  at 
Tsining  and  to  that  army  was  given  one  division  each 
from  the  3rd,  and  5th  Armies.  Prior  to  the  outbreak  of 
war,  the  1st  Aron  Army  Headquarters,  and  the  2nd  Army 
Headquarters  were  to  be  sot  up  at  Mutanchiang  and 
Chientao  respectively  according  to  Plan  B." 

Correction:  According  to  Plan  Otsu. 

"Eight  more  divisions  were  to  ba  transferred 
to  this  district  from  Japan  and  China,  making  the  First  j 
Area  Army  possess  fl:  ieen  divisions  and  t-'o  tank  divi¬ 
sions,  that  is,  three  divisions  and  one  tank  division 

of  the  5th  Army,  five  divisions  and  one  tank  division 

of  the  20th  Army,  three  divisions  of  the  3rd  Army,  two 
divisions  of  the  2nd  Army  and  tv/o  divisions  under  the 


direct  control  of  the  First  Aroa  Army.  In  addition 
thero  was  one  air  force  army  under  the  direct  control 
of  the  Kwantung  Array  Commander  with  1,000  planes.  The 
Kwantung  Array  was  expected  to  be  in  the  above  condition 
on  the  Eastern,  Northern  and  Western  fronts  Just  before 
the  opening  of  war  against  the  U. S.S.R,  according  to 
the  Plan  Otsu, 

"Offensive  Plan:  In  accordance  with  tho 
offensive  Plan  Otsu  we  expected  to  seize  tho  entire 
Far  East  as  f.ar  as  Baikal  in  four  successive  stops. 

In  the  first  step  the  4th  and  the  N  Armies  of  the 
Second  Area  Array  wore  to  carry  out  demonstrations  on 
tho  Russian  border  near  Sunwa  and  Hoike,  protending 
offensive  preparations  by  occasionally  shooting  into 
Russian  territory.  No  actual  offensive,  however,  was 
to  be  made.  Thus  the  Red  Army  was  expected  to  bo 
fettered  within  that  area.  Should  the  Red  Army  start 
an  offensive  it  must  bo  checked,  Tho  6th  Army  should 
maintain  its  positions  at  Hailor  and  Arhshan.  In  case 
an  attack  was  made  by  tho  Rod  Army  from  Chita  vi«a 
lilanchuria  it  must  bo  chocked  by  keeping  those  posi¬ 
tions  firm.  In  this  case,  the  1st  Aror  Army  in  the 
Maritime  Province)  District  would  act  decisively  on  tho 


offensive  according  to  tho  following  plan." 

Then  follo'vs  a  detailed  description  of  the 


oporntion  of  each  army  of  the  1st  Front,  which  I  leave 
out,  and  pass  directly  to  the  summing  up  of  the  first 

stage  operations. 

Quote  from  page  13* 

"All  these  forces  v/oro  to  press  the  Rod  Army 
at  Voroshilov,  and  part  of  them,  after  seizing  Voro¬ 
shilov,  were  to  cooperate  with  the  Japanese  Kavy  at 
Yuanshan  to  capture  Vladivostok  by  envelopment.  This 
was  to  end  the  first  stage.  ’ Its  chief  object  was  to 
secure  Japan  proper  nnc  the  industrial  areas  of  i.an- 
churia  from  the  Rod  Army's  air  raids  from  the  liaritimo 
Province  district,  by  entirely  occupying  the  district. 

"Second  Stage;  In  case  tho  first  stage  of 
the  offensive  was  successful,  the  main  force  of  tho 
First  Area  Army  was  to  advance  Northvjard  toward 
Habarovska  along  the  railro'^d,  leaving  part  of  tho 

1  TT'ri  PT'nvinoa  to  maintain  the  occupied 


of  the  forces  v;ero  to  defend  the  V^est  and  the  main 


force  was  to  move  eastvnrd  along  the  railv/ay  lino  to 


Habnrovsk.  Then  the  ’^irst  and  the  Second  Area  Armies 


wero  to  cooperate  in  attacking  in  a  decisive  battle 
the  Red  Army  from  both  sides  and  occupy  Khabarovsk. 

This  was  to  complete  the  second  stage. 

'.•Third  Stage:  After  the  occupation  of 
Khabarovsk  the  Second  Area  Army  would  lmraodla‘.jly  turn 
wostv.»arQ  to  make  ^reparations  for  the  reinforcements 
necessary  for  the  future  offensive  operations  upon  tho 
Zabaikalve.  At  this  time  tho  6th  Army  at  H'’ilar  v/as 
to  be  re'.nforced  raising  its  strength  to  four  pivisl  ms 
which  wore  to  prepare  to  advance  tho  attack.  In  the 
Maritime  Province  tho  First  Area  Army  was  to  secure 
tho  Important  districts  and  tho  rear  of  the  Second 
Area  Army.  Tho  main  force  of  the  Second  Area  Army 
would  turn  V/est  after  completing  preparations  and 
commence  ^Hae  advance  to  Chita  along  the  railway.  As 
soon  as  the  Second  Area  Army' s  main  force  reached  Moga- 
cha,  tho  6th  Army  was  immediately  to  start  the  attack 
by  breaking  through  the  border  near  Sanho  and  Man¬ 
churia.  And  tho  6th  Army  v/as  to  act  in  cooperation 
v/lth  the  Second  Area  Army's  main  force  and  advance  to 
Chita  and  its  southern  area.  On  seizing  Chita  and  its 
vicinity,  the  Second  Area  Army  was  to  secure  important 
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districts  in  tho  V/est;  ind  thus  the  operation  of  tho 
third  stage  was  to  come  to  a  close. 

"In  the  fourth  stage  it  was  planned  to  conti¬ 
nue  the  offensive  until  tho  Zabarkalyo  as  far  as  Lake 
Baikal  was  seized.  But  I  do  not  know  about  tho  offen¬ 
sive  plan  Oi  the  fourth  stage, 

"Operations  Regarding  Outer  Mongolia;  In 
the  third  stage,  at  tho  same  time  as  the  comnencemont  of 
the  advance  of  tho  6th  Army,  tho  Arhshan  totachnont 
(approximately  one  division)  \/as  to  have  been  brought 
under  tho  direct  control  of  the  Second  Area  Array  to 
combine  with  and  take  command  of  tho  Mongolian  force 
in  Manchuria  (apnroxiraately  one  division)  and  advance 
to  Chita  from  Arhshan  via  Ts>mpsakbulak,  Baintumon  and 
Ulan-Orasomon.  This  unit  would  cover  the  right  v/ing 
of  the  Second  Area  Army  by  marching  through  tho  eastern 
part  of  Outer  Mongolia. 

"Maintaining  coordination  of  all  Military 
Operations  the  Imperial  Headquarters  v;as  to  transfer 
one  mechanized  army  group  from  North  China  and  to  have 
it  begin  strategic  operations  from  Kalgan  toward 
Ulari-Bator.  But  I  am  not  able  to  explain  tho  plan  for 
the  future  development  of  tho  offensive  action  since 
I  don’t  know  it.  Tho  general  outline  of  tho  offensive 
plan  against  Soviet  Russia  is  as  above.  This  plan  for 


tho  offonsivG  operation  against  tho  Soviet  Union  in 
194-2  was  set  up  by  tho  General  Staff  and  the  Kwantung 
Array;  it  v/as  revised  every  year  thereafter.  This  plan 
for  Japanese  military  measures  existed  till  around  the 
middle  of  1944,  Since  Japan  faced  difficult  condi¬ 
tions  in  tho  battle  field  of  Greater  East  Asia  War, 
she  could  not  carry  out  this  plan," 
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President  and  rcmbers  of  the  Interna¬ 
tional  Tribunal,  I  should  like  to  drav/  your  attention 
to  the  evidence  that  the  defendant  UMEZU,  Yoshijiri 
was  CoranandinR  General  of  the  Kwantung  Army  at  that 
time  and  that  he  himself  took  pare  in  working  rut  the 
plans  of  an  aggressive  war  against  the  U.  &.  S.  K., 
whereas  the  defendant  TOJO,  Kideki,  was  Prime  Minister 
and  concurrently  V’ar  Minister  of  Japan  at  that  time.

"I  am  I'ATS^'  DRA,  Tomokatsu,  formerly  Major- 
r.onprni  of  the  Jauanesc  Army,  and  was  born  in  1899. 


staff  Office  in  various  capacities  in  and  aft^r  1929. 

In  October  of  1941,  I  became  chief  of  the  ‘^th  section 
(Soviet  Russian  Intelligence)  of  the  2nd  dept.  (In¬ 
telligence)  in  the  Army  General  Staff  Office.  In 
August  of  1943,  T  v;as  transferred  from  that  post  to 
that  of  the  chief  of  the  1st  section  (operations)  of 
the  Kwantung  Army  Hoa»’ quarters.  In  March  1945  I  v/as 
appointed  Vice-Chief  of  Staff,  Kwantung  Army,  remain¬ 
ing  in  that  post  imtil  tho  surrender. 

"I  testify  as  follows  the  facts  I  !mew  in 
relation  to  my  duties  during  the  period  mentioned 
above: - 

"1)  Having  arrived  at  the  Headquarters  of 
the  Kwantung  Army  in  1943,  I,  as  the  Chief  of  the 
Strategy  Section,  was  first  of  all  informed  of  the 
operations  plan  kept  by  the  Headquarters.  At  this 
time  I  was  informed  of  the  directives  of  tho  Army  C-en- 
eral  Staff  concerning  the  operations  plan  against 
Soviet  Russia  for  1942  and  the  operation.}  plan  itself 
of  the  Kwantung  Army  Headquarters  based  upon  the 
said  'directives. 

"The  directives  of  the  Army  General  Staff 
Instructed  the  Kv/antung  Army  Headquarters  to  form  an 
operations  plan  against  Soviet  Russia  with  the  occu¬ 
pation  of  tho  S!aritimc  Provinces  of  Soviet  Russia  and 


the  destruction  of  the  air  bases  in  the  Jlarititric 
Province  as  the-  general  objectives,  and  also  to 
focus  the  principal  attack  upon  Voroshilov.  It  was 
also  written  in  the  directives  that  the  Kwantung 
Array  should  make  preparations  for  further  operations 
after  occupation  of  the  Maritlrcc  Provinces. 

"The  operations  plan  made  by  the  Kwantung 
Army  Headquarters  according  to  the  above  directives 
in  1942  contained  the  followlnr  items: - 

"1)  The  general  tasks  of  the  Kwentung  Army 
"2)  Distribution  of  rolllt.rry  stronpth. 

"3)  The  tasks  of  the  different  fronts  nnd 


armies. 

"The  tasks  as  set  forth  in  the  aforc-men- 
tloned  directive-  of  the  Army  General  Staff  were  indi¬ 
cated  as  the  general  tasks  of  the  Kwantung  Array. 

"In  thf;  item  of  the  distribution  of  military 
strength,  it  vms  planned  that  the  First  Front,  the. 
Second  Front  and  the  Sixth  Army  should  participate  in 
the  operation  against  Soviet  Rus.sin.  The  First  Fasont 
comprised  4  armies  (the.  2ncl,  3rd,  20th,  5th  Array), 
consisting  of  15  Infantry  divisions,  and  2  tank  div¬ 
isions.  Furthermore,  besides  the  First  Front  Armies, 
one  independent  infantry  division  was  stationed  at 
CHIAiniSU  in  order  to  protect  the  left  v/lng  of  the  First 


Aroc  Army. 

"The  Second  Front  wns  planned  to  comprise 
two  Armies  (the  Fourth  Army  end  a  certain  other  Army) 
consistinp  of  seven  di^'islons;  and  the  Sixth  Array 
consistlnp  of  four  divisions.  Besides  those  there 
were  three  infantry  divisions  as  the  general  reserve 
of  the  Kwantung  Army  and  the  Second  Air  Force*  Army 
consistlnp  of  foiu*  air  divisions  were  under  direct 
control  of  the  Kv/antimg  Array. 

"In  the-  item  concerning  the  tasks  of  the 
different  fronts  and  armies,  the  task  of  the  First 
Front  v;as  indicated  as  follows:  that  thf'  Second  Army 
should  attack  from  CHIEFTAO  Area  toward  the  Southern 
USS^TII  Area;  that  the  Third  Army  should  attack  from 
TITNGMINO  Area  toward  VOPOSriLOV;  that  the  Twentieth 


Army  should  attack  from  the  area  to  the  west  of  Lake 
Khan!:a  toward  VoposriLOV;  and  that  the  Fifth  Army 
should  attc  ck  from  KUT^W  Area  tov;ard  IMAN  Area  and 


thereby  cut  off  the  enemy's  communications  extending 
from  south  to  north  and  later  hrve  one  part  of  the 
force  cover  the  north  and  hove  another  part  ad'^ance
